The  Committee  on  Diverse 
Interests  (CDI)  The  CDI  is  responsible 
for  bringing  awareness  to  diverse  issues  by 
sponsoring  culturally  diverse  programs  for 
all  students. 


The  Elections  and  Public 
[  Awareness  Committee 

coordinating  all  elections, 
referendums  and  polling  of  the  LCGA. 
EPA  promotes  the  image  of  Livingston 
College  and  publications  the  work  of  the 
LCGA  to  increase  student  pride  and 
involvement  with  Livingston  College. 
EPA  promotes  a  favorable  image  of 
Livingston  College  and  publicizes  the 
works  of  LCGA,  and  increases  student 
pride  and  involvement  of  Livingston 
College.  EPA  is  also  responsible  for 
organizing  periodical  town  meetings  with 
various  officials  of  the  college  and 
publicizes  all  LCGA  full  body  meetings 
and  events. 


The  Financial  and  Allocations 
Committee  (FAC)  is 
responsible  for  the 
recognition  and 
derecognition  of  student  mn 
organizations.  FAC  is  also  responsible  for 
making  recommendations  for  the 
allocations  of  student  fees  and  the 
monitoring  of  all  student  mn  clubs  and 
organizations  on  the  Livingston  Campus. 


The  University  Affairs 
Committee  (UA)  is 
responsible  for  dealing 
with  all  issues  and 
problems  concerning 
Livingston  College  student  life.  UA  is 
also  in  charge  of  creating  a  positive 
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environment  where  students  can  feel 
proud  to  live. 


LCGA  Officers 

The  President  of  the 
LCGA  presides  as 
chairperson  over  all  full 
body  LCGA  meetings. 
He/She  is  responsible  for 
maintaining  communications  with  the 
Dean  of  Livingston  College,  the 
Provost’s  Office,  and  other 
administrations.  They  may  call  an 
emergency  meeting  of  the  LCGA  if 
immediate  action  becomes  necessary. 
He/She  also  sits  on  the  Student  Center 
Governing  Board. 


The  Vice  President 

of  the  LCGA  is  responsible  for  internal 
affairs.  He/She  is  responsible  for  setting 
the  agenda  to  the  bod}7  and  Executive 
Board  meeting.  The  Vice  President  is 
also  the  chair  of  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting,  which  includes  the 
standing  committee  chairs,  the  Senators, 
First  Year  Representative,  and 
Parliamentarian. 
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The  Secretary  of  die  LCGA 
responsible  for  taking

minutes  and  roll  call  at  all 
full  body  and  Executive 
committee  meetings.  He/She 
is  also  in  charge  of  distributing  the 
minutes,  resolutions  and  all  other 
documents  collected  by  the  LCGA.  The 
secretary  is  also  responsible  for  the 
correspondence  with  all  outside  the 
internal  University  institutions. 


The  Treasurer  is 

responsible  for  all  financial 
accounts  and  records  of  the  LCGA. 
He/She  documents  and  collects  all  funds 
from  fundraising  events  of  the  LCGA. 
They  keep  all  the  past  and  current 
LCGA  financial  records  on  file.  They 
also  prepare  and  submit  to  the  FAC  a 
yearly  LCGA  budget.

The  First  Year 
Representative  of  the  LCGA  is 
responsible  for  dealing  with  all  issues  and 
problems  concerning  first  year  students 
of  Livingston  College.  He/She  is  given 
voting  privileges  on  the  Executive  board 
meetings  and  is  expected  to  act  as  the 
voice  of  all  freshman  and  first  year 


transfer  students.  He/She  is  also  a  part 
of  the  CRC. 


Senatorial  Position 

The  Rutgers  University  Senate 
is  a  university-wide  deliberative 


body  consisting  of  elected 


representatives  of  Rutgers  faculty, 


students,  administrators,  and 
alumni.  The  Senate  meets  six  times  during 
the  academic  year  to  consider  matters  of 
general  University  interest.  The  LCGA 
has  four  (4)  senatorial  positions  in  which 
senators  report  the  findings  during  these 
meetings.
